The substitution of the 
monosyilables ‘love’ and ‘lead’ for the 
archaic forme ‘ lovéth and ‘ leadeth marke 
but one instance where the English of the 
King Jathes version has given way to that 

“It ie my belief that the new edition will 
eventually eliminate antiquated language 
from modern pulpit supplication. Prayer 
has elwaye been modeled after Biblical ex- 
pression of thought, and a change in the for- 
mer, I believe, will follow the change in the 
latter.“ 

Solve the Whale Issue, 

With ite modern phraseology and new 
verbal clothing designed to give the Word 
wider dissemination through a more popular 


religion. Since its appearance a few days 
ego thousands long familiar with the King 
James version or the Douay Catholic Bible 
have bein busy comparing the new transia- 
tlon with the oer editions. 

The story of the whale and the prophet has 
for years been a bone of contention among 
Christians argumeéntatively inclined, and has 
been responsible for the backsliding of many 
“doubting Themases.”’. Men of... science 
have long admitted that whales, at least mod- 
ern whales, would choke to death on a loaf 
of bread, amd therefore, when deliberating 
upon the abnormal esephagus credited to 
Jonah’s Wale, have been forced to accept 
with consideration the murmurs of the in- 
credulous. 

The Baptiet Bible, however, has sctved the 
issue. It has substituted the indefinite “great 
fish for the epecific ‘‘whale’’ as a nearer in- 
terpretation of the ancient Hebrew. 


Changes in Commandments. 

In the effort to give the new edition greater 
lucidity of expression, not even the ten com- 
mandments have escaped. “ Love thy God” 
e replaced by “Jehovah thy God,“ and still 
more startling alterations have deen made 
in the working of the second law. 

The great commandment defining man's 
duty to God reads as follows in the transla- 
tion prepared for King James: 

Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any- 
thing that is in heaven above or that is 
in the earth beneath, or that is tn the 
water under the éarth; thou shalt not 
dow down to them nor serve them: for I 
the Lord thy God am a jealous God, visit- 
ing the iniquity of the fathera upon the 
children unto the third and fourth genera- 

_tion of them that hate me, and showing 
mercy unto thousands of them that love 
me and keep my commandments. 

The same passage in the Baptist edition 
reads as follows: a 

Thou shalt not make to thee a carved 
image or any Iikeness of what fs in the 
heavens above, or.of what is in the earth 
beneath, or of what is in the waters be- 
neath the earth; thou shalt not bow thy- 
self down to them nor serve them; for I 
Jehovah thy God am a jealous God, visit- 
ing’ the iniquity of the fathers upon sons, 
upon the third generation and upon the 
fourth generation of them that bate me, 
and showing mercy to the thousandth 
generation of them that love me and keep

Private Bank Failures Lead. 


Some figures on bank losses in Illinois show 
sixteen organised bank failures and eighty- 
three private bank failures in the last nine- 
teen years. The loss in the former involved 
$2,900,000 deposits; in the latter $2,266,000 
out of an enormously larger total. 

The ratio is better Illustrated on a $1,000 
Geposit basis. With the private banks it was 
$2.68 a year; with organized banks 8 1-3 cents. 
The loss in the United States, in proportion 
to total deposits, was 210 times greater among 
unsupervised banks than among those hold- 
ing state or federal charter. 

The private bank losses figured 40 Per cent | 
on all failures, with supervised: banks losing 
an average of 5 per cent, on deposits sixty 
times as great. In Illinois there have been 
no losses to depositors in state or national, 
banks in seven years. 


Cites Failures Downstate.

Here is a letter that I feel sure will 
voice the sentiments of a good many 
women: 

“First, I want to thank Suburbanite for his 
view of the matter. Too often it is a onesided 
business for only the wife to fight. : 

“Six years ago my husband started to study 
law. He did not stop to think if we could man- 
age, he just started, and I had to see that we 
got along on that much less, but he never gave 
up one cigaret nor walked anywhere to save car- 


“Well, it has all come out all right. Every- 
body always says what a fine man he is to have 
worked himself up. He is doing fine and I am 
proud of him, but it would make me feel good 
if he or some one would think about how I 
helped to get the money by saving wherever 
I could. 

“This was not to be a complaint, so I will 
tell you some of my ways of saving. 

“Gas: Get three-on-one cooker. You can cook 
three things on one flame in winter when the 
steam is on. I cook on the radiator anything 
that needs long cooking. I start soup in the 


morning, get it boiling good on the gas for about 
| half an hour, then still boiling hard I set it on 


the radiator (having it covered tight before I 
take it off the gas). Then I cover it with an old 
blanket, or anything heavy, and leave it until 
dinner at night, and it is piping hot and all the 
flavor is not steamed away as in boiling. 

“ Groceries: I do not buy at one place. I go 
to several different stores and buy what each 
has cheapest. I save all grease and fat. What 
I cannot use for frying and cooking I save for 
soap. Of course that does not make all the soap 
We use, but it helps out. I save every scrap.

The automobile has become one of | 
the big causes of accident’ and death, and | r 
this has resulted in @ severe drain on the 
treasury of accident companies. 

Probably the so-called accumulation clause 
in the accident policy has been the most ex- 
pensive.
